COPYRIGHT: V. WHAT CAN BE 
COPYRIGHTED. 


THE United States law (Revised Statutes. 
Secs. 4948-71, being the act of July 8, 1870; also | 
amendatory act of June 18, 1874) mentions as 
subjects of copyright ‘‘ any book, map, chart, 
dramatic or musical composition, engraving, cut, 
print, photograph or negative thereof . . . paint- | 
ing, drawing, chromo, statue, statuary 
models or designs intended to be perfected as | 
works of the fine arts,’’ and excludes (amend- 
ment of 1874), as subject only to registry in 
the Patent Office, prints or labels not ‘‘ connect- 
ed with the fine arts”’ but ‘‘ designed to be used 
for any other articles of manufacture.” The 
English laws now cover much the same ground. 
The United States statute expressly provides, 
however, that ‘‘ nothing in this chapter shall be | 
construed to prohibit the printing, ‘publishing, 
importation or sale of any book, map, chart, 
dramatic or musical composition, print, cut, en- 
graving, or photograph, written, composed or 
made by any person not a citizen of the United | 
States nor resident therein.” 

The word ‘‘ book” covers the great body of | 
copyright property, and has been many times | 
the subject of judicial construction giving the 
most comprehensive meaning to the term.

‘THE MIKADO” CASE, 


From the New York Times. 


THE application for an injunction by R. 
D’Oyly Carte against James C. Duff came ‘up 
Friday and Saturday, August 21st and 22d, for ar- 
gument in the United States Circuit Court before 
Judge Wallace. The plaintiff was represented 
by Causten Brown, of Boston, and Joseph H. 
Choate, of New York, and the defendant by ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer and A. J. Vanderpoel. On 
the part of the plaintiff, Mr. Brown read the af- 
fidavits of George Lowell Tracy and Alexander 
P. Browne, to the effect that Mr. Tracy, on the 
employment of Gilbert and Sullivan, at their ex- 
pense and to protect them, went to London, made 
a pianoforte arrangement from the original 
music of Mr. Sullivan, assigned it to Mr. Browne 
as the attorney for Gilbert and Sullivan, who 
procured a copyright, which was assigned to 
Mr. Carte. On the part of the défendant the 
answer was read, and affidavits of Leo Gold- 
mark, Max Maretzek, Rudolph Englander, Ed- 
ward J. Taylor, and others, to the effect that the 
making of a pianoforte arrangement requires no 
skill, but is merely the act of copying mechan- 
ically and transferring the notes from one in- 
strument to another, which does not entitle any 
one to copyright as an original composition : 
and also the affidavit of Carl Herrmann, showing 
the proceedings of Messrs. Tracy and Carte in 
the Librarian’s Office, at Washington, in securing 
their copyright. Argument was thereupon had 
on the part of the plaintiff by Mr. Causten 
Brown, who insisted that it was an infringement 
of the copyrighted pianoforte arrangement to 
make an orchestration therefrom; and also 
claimed that, even if the copyright was not valid, 
that the making of such independent orchestration 
was an infringement of Sir Arthur Sullivan’s 
original orchestration, which remained in manu- 
script. 

Judge Dittenhoefer, in reply, contended that 
Messrs. Tracy and Browne’s copyright of the 
pianoforte arrangement was invalid because not 
properly entered in the Librarian’s Office ; be- 
cause Mr. Browne had no title, the assignment 
to him being not of the manuscript but of the 
right ‘‘to copyright; that the notice on the 
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copyrighted books was untrue and insufficient, 
invalidating the copyright, and that as no alien 
could procure a copyright, it was a mere eva- 
sion of the statute and subterfuge for an alien 
to procure a copyright through the intervention 
of acitizen ; that, even if the copyright be valid, 
the only right secured was to multiply copies of 
the copyrighted work, and that it was no in- 
fringement to perform it on the stage, and that 
any one could make an orchestration from the 
melodies and dance music published by author- 
ity of Gilbert and Sullivan. Finally, the de- 
fendant did not make his orchestration from the 
American so-called copyrighted piano score, 
but from the English publication. The main 
question, Mr. Choate said, was a broad and 
important one to every American manager. 
The aim of the copyright statute was to protect 
the production and its author. 

Judge Wallace, to shorten the discussion, said 
that it seemed to him that the points to be dis- 
cussed were: first, whether Tracy was the au- 
thor of the pianoforte score ; second, if he was, 
whether the various provisions of the copyright 


| law had been complied with ; and, third, assum- 


ing that the production was copyrighted prop- 
erly, to what extent the production was entitled 
to the protection under the copyright laws. 

Mr. Choate took up these points in their order, 
and argued that Mr. Tracy, according to his 
own testimony, was the author. He had agreed 
before starting for Europe to make the piano 
score, and that Mr. Browne was to obtain the 
copyright. The essential point, Mr. Choate said, 
in regard to the notice of copyright, was that 
the date and the statement that the book had 
been entered in the Librarian’s Office according 
to Act of Congress by the person so doing. This 
was all that was necessary. Whatever else 
might appear on the title-page would not vitiate 
the copyright. Mr. Choate thought that Mr. Duff 
should not use the name of ‘‘ The Mikado’’ for 
the opera he produced according to trade-mark 
laws. 

After Mr. Choate had finished his argument, 
ex-Judge Dittenhoefer was heard in reply on 
behalf of the defendant. Judge Wallace, in 
taking the papers, stated that when he came to 
the city to hear the argument of this motion he 
did not expect so many novel and interesting 
questions would be raised, and thought he could 
render an early decision; but after hearing 
counsel he did not think he could render his de- 
cision before three or four weeks. He how- 
ever directed the defendant to give a bond in 
$15,000 to pay such damages, if any, which Mr. 
Carte could prove he had sustained by reason 
of Mr. Duff’s performances, in case an injunction 
should issue. 


BOOKSELLING AS A PROFESSION. 


SoME time ago the proprietors of the Station- 
ery Trade Review, of London, offered a prize of 
two guineas for the best essay on the above sub- 
ject. This has been awarded to Mr. James W. 
Scott, assistant to Messrs. Menzies & Co., whole- 
sale publishers, Edinburgh. We reproduce some 
portions of this essay on account of the excellent 
ideas it suggests. 

Asa profession bookselling has much to recom- 
mend it. There is little exposure to inclement 
weather, and none of the severe physical exer- 
tion required in many mechanical trades. Many 
young men of talent and intelligence, whose souls 
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soar above the draper’s couuter, or the grocer’s 
store, find at once a congenial occupation and an 
outlet for their literary tastes, by pursuing this 
line of business. As a class, booksellers will 
compare favorably with business men in any 
other branch of commercial enterprise. Many 
have risen to eminence in municipal and parlia- 
mentary life ; many have contributed to no in- 
considerable extent in providing cheap and 
healthy literature for the people ; not a few have 
been conspicuous examples of active philan- 
thropy and. benevolence. 

Besides the essential qualifications of integ- 


rity, punctuality, industry, prudence, and the | 


like, required by all business men, there are 
certain special requirements appertaining to the 


possesses of biography, history, and letters gen- 
erally, the more valuable will he be to his em- 
ployer. Another qualification a bookseller should 
aim at acquiring is an aptitude for estimating the 
relative worth of a literary production—one of 
the most difficult feats imaginable. He should, 
moreover, endeavor to keep himself well ac- 
quainted with contemporary events. Material 
assistance in catering for the patronage of the 
public is to be derived from constant perusal of 


criticisms and reviews of new books which appear | 


in the daily newspapers. A work which is highly 
commended, or even one that is loudly con- 
demned by the press, is certain to have a con- 
siderable, although perhaps short-lived sale. By 
these means the bookseller will be in a position 
to meet the needs ofthe hour ; and he will find 
that as |e seeks to supply ‘‘ felt wants,” his cus- 
tom will increase in proportion. 

Where a young man has not sufficient capital,

fair prospects, it is always safer to remain in the 
humble but secure position of an employé, than 
run the risk of failure by starting in business for 
himself. While authors are munificently re- 
warded, and employers reap a golden harvest, 
the assistants, as a rule, are but poorly remuner- 
ated. In commencing business everything de- 
pends upon a suitable locality being chosen, 
This being fixed, the goods ought to be care- 


fully chosen, so as to suit the requirements | 


and purses of the neighborhood. It is obvious 
that the class of periodicals and books required 


for a university city will be altogether different | 


in character from those most in demand in a 
manufacturing town. If this fact were only 
borne in mind in the selection of books, there 
would be quicker returns, and much less ‘‘ dead 
stock.”’ 

No one can confidently predict the success of 
a new book. Scores or hundreds may be sold 


for ; or they may lie unasked for on the shelves. 
The principal risk lies, of course, with the pub- 
lisher, but the retail tradesmen also participates 
in what may prove either a successful venture 
or a disastrous failure.

A bookseller may connect himself 
with some section of the community by supply- 
ing the literature relating to a religious denomi- 
nation, or by making the sale of theological, scien- 
tific, or educational works the main feature of 
his business.

men receive the full value for their commodities, 
and are never requested or expected to make any 
reduction, the question may reasonably be asked, 
‘* Why should booksellers be an exception?’ 
When it is remembered that the author, printer, 
and publisher have all received suitable remun- 
eration, the injustice of making the vendor of 
books the only sufferer will be apparent. 

Once commenced, the practice steadily in- 
creased, notwithstanding every effort on the part 
of more conservative tradesmen to suppress it, 
until now it is difficult to obtain the advertised 
price for a book. At first only a few pence were 
deducted ; now the fashion is to sell at a trifling 
increase upon the cost price. The consequence, 
which could have been easily foreseen, is that the 
turn-over has to be very considerable indeed 
before a living can be got out of a bookselling 
business. 

To wholesale houses and firms who do notsee 
the necessity for selling their goods at a reduced 


in this respect is an unceasing cause of complaint. 
Various remedies have been suggested for mini- 
mizing the grievance, but none have proved suc- 
cessful. The most effective plan, perhaps, would 
be to establish a booksellers’ protection society, 
or some kindred institution. A collective body 
such as this could bring such pressure to bear 
upon publishers and agents as to compel them 
to listen to reasonable demands. 

Underselling has become so general that it is 
The efforts 
of any protective association which might be 
formed should therefore be directed to regulating 
the trade in books, and not to restricting it. 
There is a tendency in many trades toward 
‘«small profits and quick returns ;’’ the seeming 
loss being counter-balanced by the larger quan- 
tities sold. In this matter, therefore, booksellers 
may be merely yielding to a tendency observable

Bookselling is an honorable occupation, in 
some instances a lucrative one, and in al! an 
agreeable though arduous one. It has vastly 
increased in scope and importance during the 
last half century. The production of new books 
and the re-publication of old ones far exceeds 
that of any former period.
